DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because the specification indicates that a Figure(s) 
6-8 are part of the disclosure, but have not been submitted. Corrected drawing sheets 
in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, 
the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement 
sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

2. The subject matter of this application admits of illustration by a drawing to 
facilitate understanding of the invention. Applicant is required to furnish a drawing 
under 37 CFR 1.81(c). No new matter may be introduced in the required drawing. 
Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in 
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the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.121(d). 

The "guiding sliding block" of claim(s) 48-54 have not been depicted. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 28-54 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite forfaiting to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

With regard to claim(s) 28, the preamble is not commensurate with the body of 
this claim(s). While considerable structure is recited in the body, feature(s) are not tied 
together making the connection that the apparatus is a storage unit. Intended use claim 
language in certain parts of the body would likely be sufficient. Further, in a number of 
places, for example, line(s) 3, 1 1 & 14, verbs are applied without accompanying 
structure. Action, typically claimed in method claim(s), without associated structure, 
required in apparatus claim(s), make it unclear if the applicant is attempting to positively 
recite any particular clause. Accordingly, any such structureless action is not afforded 
patentable weight. The examiner suggests, for example, in line(s) 3, how the supports 
are capable of "extending and moving". In line(s) 12 & 15, "corresponding" is unclear. 
The examiner suggests -adjacent-. In line(s) 12, "positioned" implies the transfer 
member(s) are stationary. In line(s) 3, et seq., "supports" are unclear as a member(s) 
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supporting a supporting member(s) also supports. The examiner suggests reciting that 
the supports have a product supporting surface. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(c) he has abandoned the invention. 

(d) the invention was first patented or caused to be patented, or was the subject of an inventor's 
certificate, by the applicant or his legal representatives or assigns in a foreign country prior to the date 
of the application for patent in this country on an application for patent or inventor's certificate filed 
more than twelve months before the filing of the application in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 



The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
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Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 
(0 he did not himself invent the subject matter sought to be patented. 

(g)(1 ) during the course of an interference conducted under section 1 35 or section 291 , another 
inventor involved therein establishes, to the extent permitted in section 104, that before such person's 
invention thereof the invention was made by such other inventor and not abandoned, suppressed, or 
concealed, or (2) before such person's invention thereof, the invention was made in this country by 
another inventor who had not abandoned, suppressed, or concealed it. In determining priority of 
invention under this subsection, there shall be considered not only the respective dates of conception 
and reduction to practice of the invention, but also the reasonable diligence of one who was first to 
conceive and last to reduce to practice, from a time prior to conception by the other. 

6. Claims 28-29, 31-33, 35-37, 39-40, & 45-47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) 
as being anticipated by Biondi et al. (6,817,464). 

Biondi et al. (6,817,464) disclose(s): 

• Storage unit 1; 

• at least two closed flexible member(s) 16 & 1.7 in concurrent parallel orientation; 

• transfer member(s) 30; 

• driving wheels 19 & 20, both sets; 

• radially oriented, laterally projecting supports 24; 

• moving unit 10a, 11 & 12. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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8. Claims 28-29, 31-33, 35-37, 39-43, & 45-47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
as being unpatentable over Biondi et al. (6,817,464). 

With regard to claim(s) 42-43, Biondi et al. (6,817,464) is/are silent on endless 
conveying surface construction. As the applicant has failed to show criticality or 
unexpected results, employing chains are considered to be a matter of design choice. 

It would have been obvious to modify Biondi et al. (6,817,464) to 
provide/substitute chains in order to accommodate practical considerations. 

Conclusion 

9. Claims 30, 34, 38, 41 , 44 & 48-54 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to 
include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
